Thursday, April 5th, 1928 


us| ANOTHER WARNING 


TO TEST SEED 


Further six days’ tests made by the 
Dominion government seed branch at 
Calgary from samples collected of 
newly threshed wheat, confirms thc 
opinion of the officials that a large 
proportion of the wheat will not be 
Suitable for seed. It is therefore 
urged that farmers contemplating us- 
ing such wheat for sced should test 
this immediately either 
by sending a sample to the seed 
branch office. The test also applies 
to grain threshed last fall which was 
tough or damp at the time of thresh- 
ing. 

The Pioneer has been requested to 
point out, however, that the seed 
branch was exceedingly busy at the 
present time and could not give 
prompt service. All farmers there- 
fore would be well advised to make 
the test at home if possible. That 
could be done by selecting 100 ker- 
nels, taken at random, and placing 


at home or 


pot. This soil should be kept moist 
and the pan or flower pot kept in a 
warm room. A south window of a 
kitchen was very suitable for such 


testing. The seed after six days 
should show a strong germination. 


Seeds of any value should germinate 
in twelve days. 


Sowed 472,369 Weed 
Seeds in One Acre 


Startling conditions which have been 
Tevealed by tests of 1 pound samples 
of seed from seed drills in operation 
on Alberta farms during the survey 
of federal inspectors has proved the 
greatest spur to the campaign in- 
augurated with the present Good Seed 
Week. 

Tests show that as high as 472,260 
weed seeds per acre were sown by one 
farmer and that the average was 
11,250 weeds appearing later in the 
season. It was also observed that ‘n 
a number of cases the wheat sown 
was mixed, conclusive proof that the 
kind of seed used is responsible for 
many of the late and early varieties, 
adding to the difficulty of harvesting 
profitably. Only about half of the 
grain sown had been cleaned or treat- 
ed for smut.

Among the varied natural resources which go to make up Canada’s 


enormous potential wealth, the forests occupy a most important place. As | 
is now generally known, Canada has within recent years moved into first | 
place among the nations of the world in the production of paper, having! 
passed the United States which up to a few years ago was the world’s | 
largest producer. The great development of water powers, now so marked | 
a feature of Canada’s industrial progress, has been largely brought about 
because of the growth of the pulp and paper industry. This water power 
deveiopinent is, however, vitally affecting the whole life of the Dominion. 

Apart from the pulp and paper industry, the forests have an influence 
and play a direct part upon practically every department of Canada’s 
national life whether it be the social, economic, financial, agricultural or in- 
dustrial. It is of the utmost importance, therefore, that the forests of Can- 
ada be protected and conserved. 

In full realization of this fact, the Dominion Government has by royal 
proclamation issued by His Excellency the Governor-General, set apart the 
week of April 22 to 28 as “Canadian Forest Week.’ Statements contained 
in this royal proclamation may serve to bring home to Canadians the effect 
and value of forests in ways to which they have given little thougat. In this 
proclamation the following facts are emphasized: 

1.° Our national income depends on our forest industries more than on 
any other source except agriculture. 

2. Our forest industries depend on the timber crops now standing ripe 
in the forest, and their very is jeopardized by any preventable 
wastage of these supplies. The future of the forest industries Cepends on 
the young growth and immature timber of today, and the prosperity or these 
industries will be in direct proportion to the care and protection afforded this 
growing timber. 

3. Our water-powers depend upon the stability of stream flow 
throughout the year, the equilibrium of which is disturbed by denudation of 
the forest cover in the drainage basins, resulting in alternate periods of 
tloods and low water. 

4. Our irrigation works demand protection 
head of irrigation. 

5. Our agricultural lands depend on distant watersheds forethe main- 
tenance of subsoil moisture during the growing period, and are robbed of 
productivity by wasteful run-off which occurs when the forests are destroyed, 

6, Our game and fur-bearing animals depend on the forest for their 
natural protection, and decrease in numbers or retreat to more remote 
regions as the forest cover disappears. 

7. Our tourist traffic depends in a great measure on scenic and other 
attractions offered in such abundance by the forest and would he seriously 
affected if verdant woodlands be transformed into desolate wastes. 

This enormously valuable asset to any country—and Canada is among 
the wealthiest in forest resources among the nations of the worid—is 
threatened by two dangers both of which are man-caused and therefore pre- 
ventable,—(1) Almost universal carelessness with fire in the forest, result- 
ing in the destruction, not only of timber and young growth, but of the 
soil which produces it, and (2) the use of wasteful and destructive 
methods without any thought of ensuring a new crop. 

It is in recognition of these facts that during “Canadian Forest 
Week,” April 22 to 28, which is also the beginning of another season of 
travel and recreation in the forest with attendant fire danger, the people of 
Canada are resolve for another year to the

MEETING PROVINCIAL 
HAIL BOARD. 


Zone System to Be Continued in Pref- 
erence to Flate Rate—A $2 Com- 
mission per Policy Also in Force 

The annual meeting of the Provin- 
cial Hail Board was held in Calgary 
recently, 

The suggestion made by Fred Davis 
ex-M.P. for East Calgary that the 
directors of the Hail Insurance Board 
cancel the present, zone system and 
adopt a flat rate assessment through- 
out the province, was turned down 
very emphatically. Mr. Davis, as a 
matter of fact, was the only one who 
voted for the motion after a very full 
statement had been made by A. H. 
Tovell, the manager of the Board. 


lous,” remarked one delegate. “One 
might just as well ask that there be 
only one grade of wheat.” 

The zoning system, Mr. Tovell ex- 
plained, put the board in a position to 
compete successfully with line insur- 
ance companies. He showed how the 


board would lose its entire business in 
some districts if a flat rate for the 
whole province were instituted. The 
line companies under the old arrange- 
ment had picked out the best districts 
where there was the least hail risk. 

The Hail Insurance Board had tu 
meet that competition, and the only 
method was by the zone system. 

Mr. Davis was equally unsuccess- 
ful in introducing another resolution 
that the directors of the Hail Board 
cancel their policy in paying secre- 
taries of municipalities a commission 
of $2 for each policy and not to pay 
|municipalities a commission on col!ec- 
j tion of hail taxes. Mr, Tovell said 
|that the line companies in the proy- 
jince had paid their local and general 
jagents $646,000 last year. The total 
expenses of the Hail Insurance Board, 
jnot merely for the cost of obtaining 
|insurance nor the commission for th: 
collection of taxes but for taking care 
j}of all claim adjustments, salaries and 
jall other expenses, with the exception 
of claims, were such that $646,000 
would pay them all for six and one- 
jhalf years, 

The resolution was lost by practic- 
ally an unanimous vote. A resolution 
that the appointment of hail adjusters 
|be left to each municipal council did 
|nat succeed in finding a seconder, 
while a recommendation that the basis 
of representation of deleates at the 
annual meeting was overwhelmingly 
defeated, 

Last year was a particularly bad 
jone in Alberta for hail storms. 

Speaking before the U.F.A., Mr. A. 
|H. Tovell, manager of the Municipal 
Hail Board, stated: 

“Up to the beginning of 1927 this 
Province had the unenviable reputa- 
tion of having the highest average 
hail loss ratio of any province or 
state in North America with the ex- 
|ception of two or three counties in 
the State of Colorado. We now have
